Several observers thought 
Great Britain’s declaration of 
support for Poland appeared 
to have averted a_ conflict 
over Danzig—at any rate for 
the time being. 

“Watch the Balkans,” 
Mail (Independent) warned, and

British policy in event of Hun- 
garian aggressior, backed by 
Germany, against Rumania, 

Noting the visits in Berlin of Pre- 
mier George Kiosseivanoff of Bul- 
garia and General Henry Werth 
chief of the Hungarian general staff

Commenting on repeated delays 
in negotiations to add Soviet Rus- 
sia to the British-French front, 
Telegraph welcomed a British trade 
guarantees bil] as a “notable step” 
in contriving “other means of re- 
inforcing the peace front.” The 
measure was introduced yesterday 
in parliament to provide a £50,000,- 
000 ($234,000,000) credit fund to help 
British allies buy arms 

“It goes without saying,” The 
Telegraph said, “that the re-arming 
of Poland, Turkey, Rumania and 
Greece is a matter of vital import- 
ance to our own national defence.’

Japan At Second Year Of War 
Fails Pacifying Chinese Nation

HANGHAI, July 7. — The 

storm of war rolling over 
China reached its second anni- 
versary today with no signs of 


breaking. China, though ter- 
ribly punished, fights on. 
Her government has been 


driven moré than 1,000 miles from 
the coast. A third of her popu- 
lation and area, including her 
richest provinces and most of her 
modern machinery of industry, 
commerce and communications, 
are in Japanese hands—some 580,- 
000 square miles with 170,000,000 
inhabitants

In a statement concerning the 
Japanese - Chinese hostilities, 
which began two years ago today, 
he alluded to the forthcoming 
Anglo-Japanese talks here over 
the Tientsin blockade, and said: 

“True settlement of the pend- 
ing questions will never be reach- 
ed if the negotiations are not 
based on a profound understand- 
ing of construction by Japan of a 
new order in East Asia. 

“If Great Britain refuses to ad- 
mit this fundamental point for 
Japan, there will remain no other 
course but to suspend the talks.” 

Japan “must crush any power 
that obstructs her program of 
creating this new order, the pre- 
mier said.

He 
contrasted the 730,000 individually 
operated farms in Can- 
ada. of which 104,000 are in Alber- 
ta, with the large manufacturing 
corporations with which the small 
producers must exchange goods 
“Farmers have found it physi- 
cally impossible to set a price 
level for their products,” declared 
Mr, Drummond.

Welfare Organizations to Co-Operate 


A campaign is being started today to 

| raise funds, by popular subscription, with 
which to carry on the work of the newly- 
formed Social Agency Council. The Coun- 
cil is not just another added to the num- 
erous organizations already doing charit- 


able and welfare work in the city. It is 
designed as a clearing house for these 
bodies, through which they can keep in 


touch with each other, exchange informa- 
tion, and co-ordinate their efforts. 


The organizations will maintain their 
identities and carry on their respective ac- 
tivities as heretofore, but through the 
Council each will have the advantage of 
knowing what the others are doing and 
not doing. The hope is to thus prevent 
over-lapping of activities, and also prevent 
the leaving of ‘gaps’ between the field of 
one organization and those covered by 
others. 

Without such co-relation it has been 
found that sometimes needy families had 
been entirely overlooked, while others 
were being cared for by two or more or- 
ganizations at the same time. The object 
in linking up the groups is to secure a more 
uniform extension of aid, make the widest 
possible distribution of funds contributed 
by the supporters of all the bodies, and 
see that one or other assumes definite re- 
sponsibility for each known case of need. 


It is estimated that $5,000 per year will 
be needed to operate the Council effective- 
ly. This is a small premium to pay for 
assurance that the many thousands 
dollars raised and distributed by dozens of 
welfare organizations each year will ac- 
complish the best possible results. The 
canvassers will seek subscriptions on a 
three-year basis.

Not Qualified 


While considerable sympathy is being ex- 
pressed in some quarters for the return of her 
former African colonies to Germany, it may be 
of some significance to consider what Adolf 
Hitler has written in the Nazi “bible,” “Mein 
Kampf,” about the negroes who are the inhabi- 
tants of the African continent. He writes: 


“One hears from time to time that a 
negro has become lawyer, teacher, tenor or 
the like. This is a sin against all reason; it is 
a criminal lunacy to train a born semi-ape to 
become a lawyer. It is a sin against the 
Eternal Creator to train Hottentots and Kaf- 
firs to intellectual professions.” 


In a recently published volume, “Judgment 
on German Africa,” George L. Steer, the author, 
says: “There is no civilizing power which, so late 
in the history of colonial expansion as the 20th 
century, used such gross and criminal violence in 
the suppression of native revolt as Germany did 
in the Maji-Maji and Herero wars—except Italy 
in Libya and Ethiopia.”

Concentrated Tragedy
